REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT TO THE STOCKHOLDERS 

OF THE 
DETROIT AND MAClflNAC RAILWAY COMPANY 

New York, N. Y., February 23, 1932. 

To the Stockholders of the Detroit and Mackinac Railway Company: 

The first paragraph of my report for 1931 to the Company, detailing the 
business for the year 1930, had the following which I repeat, as the same con- 
dition exists in 1931 : "In common with all railways, our earnings have shown 
a large decrease the past year. The three large shippers on our road are 
linked with building materials, which perhaps have suffered as much, if not 
more, than any industry in the country." 

Passenger earnings show a decrease of $27,845.20; freight earnings 
$47,864.71; other revenues $6,172.01, making a total decrease for the year of 
$81,881.92. 

Our operating expenses decreased $225,034.73. 

The litigation which had continued for about two years with the Federal 
Gravel Company was decided against the Company by the lower Court, giving 
the plaintiffs a verdict for $155,000.00 against the Company. We have ap- 
pealed the same to the Supreme Court of the State, and are expecting a final 
decision in June or July of this year. 

We operated the same mileage as in 1930. Gross earnings, per mile were 
$4,134.55. 

Expenses, before taxes and Bond interest, for operating the property were 
$3,035.63 per mile. 

The one bright spot in the picture is the management of the property by 
our Auditor, Mr. John McCray, and the General Superintendent, Mr. C. A. 
Pinkerton, who have had full charge, and with their efforts and loyal response 
made by our men have, to say the least, much to be proud of with Gross Earn- 
ings showing a decrease of $81,881.92, to have increased the Net Operating 
Revenue by $143,152.81.
